The  recent  incident  involving  Lisa 
<  Hson,  a  reporter  for  the  Boston 
Herald  newspaper,  has  stirred  up  the 
controversy  of  female  reporters  in 
male  locker  rooms  If  females  are  not 
allowed  in  male  locker  rooms,  is  it 
sexual  discrimination?  Should 
females  be  allowed  in  male  locker 
rooms'' 

The  National  Baskethall  Associa- 
tion began  allowing  women  equal  ac- 
cess to  locker  rooms  in  the  I96()'s. 
Now.  in  the  90's,  all  sports  in  the 
United  States  have  equal  access  to 
locker  rooms  by  male  and  female 
reporters 

Earlier  this  year.  New  England 
Patriots'  football  players  made  sexual 
remarks  to  Olson  while  she  was  in  the 
locker  room 

A  week  later.  Cincinnati  Bengals 
head  coach  Sam  Wyche  barred  a 
female  reporter  from  the  locker 
rooms  following  a  game  This  brought 
up  the  question:  should  women  be 
given  equal  access  to  male  locker 
rooms? 

The  reporters  have  a  job  to  do  and 
need  access  to  the  locker  rooms. 
There  is  such  a  thing  called  a  towel 
which  can  be  used  to  cover  body 
parts  an  athlete  does  not  want  to  ex- 
pose in  front  of  a  reporter 

If  females  are  banned  from  the 
locker  room,  it  would  be  sexual 
discrimination  The  First  Amend- 
ment of  the  Constitution  gives 
citizens  of  the  United  States  freedom 
of  speech,  freedom  of  religion  and 
freedom  of  the  press.  If  any  of  these 
are  violated,  it  destroys  what  the 
forefathers  of  this  country  died  for. 
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Unfortunately,  the  Emancipator  met  its  demise  sec- 
ond semester  when  the  news  editing  class  was  cancel- 
led. However,  first  semester  under  the  direction  of 
Loyd  Kirby,  the  staff  was  productive  putting  out 
newspapers  that  covered  campus  events,  crrganizations, 
and  people.

Ag  students 
conduct  tests

Perhaps  unknown  to  some  Lincoln 
College  students  is  the  fact  that  the 
college  owns  a  farm  just  three  miles 
east  of  Lincoln  on  Route  10. 

The  65-acre  plot  is  the  location  for 
many  different  tests  conducted  by 
students  in  the  agribusiness  classes  at 
Lincoln  College.  Of  the  four  agri- 
business classes  offered,  fifth-year  ag 
instructor  and  farm  manager  Gary 
Freeman  says  that  the  farm  manage- 
ment class  receives  the  most  hands- 
on  experience. 

This  year  the  students  will  be 
working  on  three  different  test  plot 
projects  involving  corn  and  soybeans. 

The  first  of  such  plots  is  a  variety 
plot.  Sixteen  different  varieties  of 
corn  and  soybeans  were  provided  by 
15  different  seed  companies. 

The  corn  planting  population  plot 
hosts  five  different  corn  populations 
from  18,840  plants  per  acre  to  50,130 
plants  per  acre. 

The  soybean  inoculation  plot  was 
divided  into  two  groups.  One  group 
was  treated  with  a  special  anti- 
bacteria  while  the  other  was  left  un- 
treated. The  projected  outcome  of 
this  experiment,  Freeman  said,  is 
that  the  treated  plot  will  produce 
better  yields. 

The  farm,  which  is  open  to  visitors, 
is  run  on  a  50/50  crop  share  basis. 
Profits  are  shared  by  the  agribusiness 
club  and  Lincoln  College.
